the purpose of the framers of the persent
o ¢ law to create a hiatus in this
respect untll some action could be talken
by the Legislaturs. :

“Tt is true,” he £nld, “that as the pres-
ent Constitution, unnke tho one is super-
cedes, has no provision preseribing the
quallfications for jurors, the Legislature
has the power to say what they should
be. It was the manifest intention of the
framers of the preent organic law to
preserve intact the courts as they now
exist and all the machinery necessary
for carrying on the business of the courts
as now constinted, until the General As-
sembly could enact laws to carry into
effect the provisions of the instrument
they have ordeined,

SPECIAL PruVISION

“The schedule expressly protides that
the common law and the statute laws in
force at the time this Constitution goes
into cMect, so far as not repugnant there-
to, or repealed thereby, ghsll remain in
force until they expire by thelr own
limitation, or altered, or repealed by the
General Assembiy.’
